Bass Fishing Starts Off 
Well in Chain 0' Lakes 
Area; Haling Gets Eight 



The bass season in Northern 
Illinois has started with a ,bang. 

Reports from state conservation 
officers in the field are that large 
[numbers of anglers welcomed the 
opening of the season June 15 with 
catches of one or two bass. Best 
hauls for the day were made by 
(Chuck Haling of Grass lake and 
Edward Hanrahan of Evanston with 
eight bass apiece. 

Conservation officials also re- 
ported that bluegills are "definite- 
ly back on the beds." Although a 
number have already been -taken 
on worms, bluegills will be rising 
to flies as soon as warm weather 
sets in, they said. 

Opening of the bass season here 
was a long awaited signal for Lake 
Zurich fishermen who had expect- 
ant lines out for "Jack Pot Jackie", 
a black bass with a price of $230 on 
its head. The reward, posted by the 
Lake Zurich 'Association, is the lar- 
gest single ' cash prize being offer- 
ed in the second annual Illinois 
fishing rodeo of ' the conservation 
department. "Jackie" is believed to 
Jbe still at largo, however. 

The rodeo, which will continue 
[through October 15, involves hun- 
dreds of fish of all types which 
have been tagged by the depart- 
ment and released in practically 
every fishing area in the state. A 
total of 38 tagged fish have been 
reported to the Chicago office thus 
far, officials said, with Maple Lake 
fishermen leading the Chicago area 
with 12 prize winning catches. 

In addition to Lake Zurich, good 
bass fishing spots include Meyers 
Bay in Pistakee Lake, Grass lake, 
the southwest short of Petite Lake, 
the east side of Round lake and the 
northeast end of Bangs lake. 

Fishermen were reminded that 
the minimum legal length for large 
and small mouth black bass is 10 
Inches. The dajly limit is 10 and the 
possession limit is 20.

County school superintendents, 
high school students, from all 
counties, and other groups are be- 
ing given instruction from time to 
time on conservation. The depart- 
ment is planning to extend its edu- 
cational groups throughout the 
state.

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Danger at the Grassroots 

Robert Kazmayer, the well known lecturer and 
commentator, recently made a penetrating observation 
on our internal weakness. He said: "The real danger 
in the U. S. today lies not in Washington, but at the 
grassroots. Governments have always tended to usurp 
more and more power unto themselves. In every free 
organization there is the seed of tyranny. That's why^ 
eternal vigilance is the price of liberty. The real dan- , 
ger in the U. S. lies with the millions who are apathe- 
tic. Democracy is going by default. Men and women 
are being promised by their government 
things which that government cannot deliver, not 
over any protracted period of time — for no govern- 
ment can go on promising more and more people more 
and more of everything, without telling anyone that 
someone has to pay the bills. Lulled Into a false- 
security by these promises men are exchanging their 
liberties, their initiative, their dignity, tlieir heritage 
as free men, for a bunch of theories, most of which 
are imported from countries which are already de- 
pendent on the U. S. for support."

There's no sense in kicking at the government, 
as if it were something separate and part from us. 
The government is what we make it by the public ser- 
vants we elect to office. In late years, there has been 
a disgraceful increase in the "gimmen" attitude Indul- 
gedin by individuals, by local governments, and by 
various groups, all seeking special favors and benefits. 
This represents the "get-something-for-nothing" 
psychology in its worst form. And it is exactly the 
kind of thing which starves freedom and fattens 
tyranny. 



Economic Highlights 

As Fortune put It, the slump \ in business was 
recently made official. This happened when Dr. Ed' 
win Nourse, top economic advisor to the President, 
reported that the Federal Reserve Board's industrial 
production index had dropped to the lo,west point 
since July of 1947. Dr. Nourse, who has never been 
regarded as a conservative in his economic views, 
urged the President to hold down Federal spending 
and to go easy on urging Increases in taxation. 

U. S. News & World Report offered its view of 
the situation in these words; "The country, at this 
lime, is in the middle of a tug of war between buyers 
holding out for lower prices and sellers trying to 
avoid price cuts .... Business is slowing in one line 
after another, while this price war goes on." The 
magazine then forecast that, before the end of 1949, ■ 
tlie general price level will be 10 to 15 per cent below 
the postwar peak but still more than 80 per cent above 
the 1939 figure. It added: "When buyers are convinced 
that prices once again are firmly set, demand for 
goods is expected to revive and business to move 
ahead." 

If this view proves to be the correct one, it is 
clear that the current slump is not the beginning of a 
depression. It -is, instead, and adjustment of a boom 
condition which was based on a tenuous foundation. 
When the war ended, there had been four years of in- 
creasing shortage^ and the war-enforced cash savings 
of the people were at an all time high. The inevitable 
result was a buying spree that took in practically 
every kind of commodity, no matter how high the 
price or how poor the quality. Much of the money has 
now been spent, the shortages have almost all been 
made up, the national income is down from the peak, 
and-tiie spendingf spree has come to an end. 

During the course of the adjustment, the at- 
titude of labor will be important — the cost of labor is 
a dominant factor in determining the selling price of 
the bulk of commodities.' Some labor groups are now 
working for increased pay, but this- is not universal 
by any means. A number of the top union officials 
are displaying considerable caution. In some lines, it 
is reported that productivity per manhour has -.been 
rising — when business slackens workers naturally put 
out more effort in order to keep their jobs. Also, the 
fairly substantial layoffs that have taken place in 
major industry have largely been confined to the 
least efficient workers, and the better men have 
remained on the job. Thus, labor costs many diminish 
ia various fields, even though wage rates remain at 
high levels. 

All in all, business trends are being watched 
with extreme care in all quarters? But there Is little 
real pessismism.

Alone, Maine Man 
Sails Yawl Across 
Atlantic in 55 Days 

NORTHEAST HARBOR, ME.— A 
23-ycar-old marine engineer guided 
his doughty yawl Into this harbor 
after a 3,600-mile solo sail across 
the Atlantic that he claimed clipped 
a day from the 56-day record for 
the lonely trip. 

Bronzed and smiling happily 
through a 65-day beard growth, Jo- 
seph Patterson of Bangor arrived 
1 aboard the 38-foot Seven Seas which 
he had brought by himself all the 
way from Setubal, Portugal. 
' "Got a new record," he called to 
i bemused waterfront residents who 
■flocked down from their homes 
iwhen news -of his arrival spread 
swiftly through Northeast Harbor. 
"Did it in 55 dayd and that's one 
day shorter than the record," he 
Isaid. "Might have made it three 
[days sooner if Td had a better 
tbreak in the weather. 
' "I stocked plenty of' provisions," 
ihe said, "I had cammed meats and 
jplenty of vegetables arid fruit juices 
land about 150 gallons of water. I 
'used only about 40 gallons of water, 
though, because some of it was 
pretty rusty." 

The Seven Seas was equipped 
.with a diesel engine, but this broke 
down one day out of Setubal, he 
said. His radio went dead two days 
before he sighted the Maine coast. 
"I ran into a lot of little squalls," 
he said, "but only one of them real- 
ly hung on. That was a beaut. 
Lasted two days atad slowed me 
down quite a bit." 

The Seven Seas boasted a roomy 
cabin with four large bunks and a 
galley. The vessel was equipped 
with electricity and a IQrfoot row- 
boat was perched upside down on 
the roof of the cuddy. 

Lonely? 
I "Guess I should have been, but I 
wasn't," Patterson said with a 
laugh. "I just took my tinie and 
did a lot of reading and a little- fish- 
ing and goldbricked around the' At- 
lantic ocean. I was having too good 
a time to be lonely."

After Exchanging Blows 

EVERETT, WASH. — Twelve- 
year-old Larry Nowlin had a bear

Pills Make 
Poor Meals 

. ^NpON. -. Dr. Hellmuth Ed- 
nardt Heilz, one of the world's lend- 
ing authorities on concentrated 
foods, says future generations need 
not fear the advent of capsuled 
beefsteaks or pillbox strawberry 
shortcake. 

Heltz, who began oxporimenting 
with food concentrates nearly 20 
years ago after getting the idea 
during a big game hunt, asserted 
that capsuled food could never be 
substituted for solids as a perma- 
nent diet. 

However, he believes capsuled 
food has its place, and an impor- 
tant one, especially in an emer- 
gency. 

The naturalized Briton, who stud- 
led medicine at the University of 
Vienna; Is now the head of Allied 
laboratories, which manufactures 
emergency rations in tablet form 
at the rate of two million a week. 

Heitz'a ration is contained in a 
pill the size of a quarter, called 
Etagone. It was used during the 
war by the British merchant navy, 
commandos and ambulance .units 
and now is being converted for 
peacetime. 

Plans Large Scale Test. 

The doctor said a large scale test 
would bo conducted shortly in a 
famine area. He said Etagotie also 
would be a fit luncheon for a har- 
assed office worker. 

"It is far healthier to have one 
of my pills than to gobble down a 
badly made sandwich and suffer 
indigestion," he contended. 
• Heitz said Etagone, which will 
keep a man comfortably for five 
and a half days without food or 
water, comes in many flavors. Fa- 
vorite flavor during the war with 
the British navy was a banana and 
caramel mixture. 

''This flavor selecting is a deli- 
cate thing," • he explained. "We 
must be careful to pick one that 
does not produce thirst." He said 
that ruled out beefsteak flavor. 
Tailored for Taste 

Etagone will be tailored to taste 
for various foreign countries, he 
said, although the ingredients are 
the same. He said China, for-' In- 
stance, might want a pressed duck 
flavor in their Etagone, while lemon 
probably would be popular In the 
UViited States.^ 

Heitz said he vrould go to Amer- 
ica to see about'prospects for man- 
ufacturing Etagone there. 

The scientist said he conducted 
miany of the initial tests himself. 
He lived for five and a half days 
on Etagone. 

VI had no thirst at all and slept 
.better than usual,"* he said. He 
hbpes to store enough energy in 
Etagone to last a man for one week, 
which he considers the maximum. 
The tablets contain no moisture 
but are designed to prevent any 
feeling of thirst by helping the body 
make the. best use of its water re- 
serves. Etagone provides the equiv- 
alent of nine-elevenths of an ounce 
of fresh meat protein and the same 
amotmt of minerals as a day's or- 
dinary diet, with a half ounce ^gf 
dextrin alid ovolecithin. 
The dose is four tablets a day.
